project. Our Association has undertaken the 
task of erecting a National Boxing Stadium, 


| and embarked upon a series of enterprises to 


| secure the necessary funds. 


As a first step, 
one of our honorary vice-presidents, Mrs. 
Murphy, has promised to raise £1,000, and 
she has now nearly fulfilled her promise. H 
so much can be done by one individual, there 
are possibly others who could help in a 
similar practical way. A prominent Irish 
newspaper also very kindly presented us with 
a cheque for £220 towards this object, Other 
enterprises are also planned, and we expect 
to have in hands at the end of our first 
year’s effort the sum of| between three and 
four thousand pounds towards our objective. 

“We suggest that the other interests. con- 
cerned should adopt a similar policy and help 


to raise the necessary funcs, and that those. 


who are interested in the proposed hall 
should combine their efforts in erecting a 
building suitable for all purposes. The total 
cost could be apportioned between the bodies 
interested, and each such body should be re- 
quired to provide its quota.

what stately buildings are to be found there, 
modestly permitting themselves during many 
months of the year to be hidden almost from 
sight by the foliage of thickly-growing trees? 
Tiicarr, however, is a revealing month, 
and the sweeping boughs—still majestic in 
their way, despite their nakedness—do not 
screen ihe kendeins fronts of the Viceregal 
Lodge and its neighbours. One discovers 
with something of surprise how much hand- 
someness of architecture is to be found im the 
Army headquarters at Parkgate, while many 
othcr of the buildings reveal graces unsus- 
pected hitherto. , 
For the pedestrian the Park in February 
and the early days of March provides a para- 
dise, with its long deserted roads arid sweet 
untrammelled stretches of turf, over which 
he may trudge without hindrance in the 
most exposed surroundings that Dublin has. 
To the south he may Ea the Liffey ; 
eastwards is the panorama of the city, with 
its-grev landmarks and wispy veils of mist. 
Only a few hardy souls will break his solitude 
once he leaves the onter parts; for there 
is a blustering wind from the north to be 
braved, which gathers greatcoats closely 
around tingling bodies, ; 
In this nipping, eager air almost the only 
denizens of the People’s Park are half-a- 
dozen men, clad in the bowler hats and 
trimmed tunics, in which an _ artistically- 
minded Board of Works decrees that its 
gardeners shall be dressed. They blow on 
their hands at intervals, as they sweep away 
the occasional débris which mars the serenity 
of their otherwise perfectly-trim lawns, which 
gleam like velvet when the sun escapes from 


behind its cover of cloud. 


Activity in these gardens is just making 
itself felt after the Hi hibernation. For 
the gardeners, these are the first tasks, the 
prelude to the assiduous labours which will 
begin when spring is here in all its glory, 
and the annuals are planted in the ground. 
In the flower beds, too, the first stirrings of 
life are to be seen. 

Peeping crocus buds paint the ground in 
streaks and patches with purple and 
gold, rich but not extensive, whieh are sur- 
rounded with shoots of tulip leaf, which will 
soon burst into rival colourings.

IN INDIA. 


DAMAGE TO LEPER HOME. 


The Rev. H. McCartney, Secretary, the 
Mission to Lepers. (Ireland), writes :— 
“Many of your readers will be anxious 
to have defimte information regarding the 
damage dene to the Muzaffarpur Leper 
Home, which was reported to have been 
destroyed. 

“ Mr. A. Donald Miller, the Secretary for 


India of the Mission to Lepers, arrived at ' 


Muzaffarpur on January 26th. He writes:— 

‘“*In the town itself, the railway station 
and the Government and military buildings 
were all standing, but the bazaar presented 
an appearance of utmost desolation, with 
masses of ruins under which hundreds had 
lost their lives. Little encampments 
abounded, and the people, for the most part, 
were living in the open. Government, 
‘udicial and commercial business was being 
conducied out of doors, under the shade of 
the trees. 

“The house of the missionary in charge 
of the leper home was a heap of ruins, he 
and his wife and children just escaped 
before it crashed to the ground, They were 
living in a tiny tent, but a bamboo erection 
was being put up, which would probably be 
their home for at least a year. 

“ “The damage done to the buildings in 
the leper home was less than elsewhere, but 
all the lepers’ quarters were more or less 
cracked and not safe for habitation; a part 
of the dispensary wall had fallen down, and 
ene small building had entirely collapsed, 
The wells were silted up io the surface with 
erey sand, and no water was available from 
them; but a relief water cart was bringing 
a supply each day, 

‘** Tt 1s significant,’ Mr, Miller states, “that 
I did not hear a murmur of complaint the 
whole time I was among the patients. They 
had made for themselves utterly inadequate 
shelters from tipped-up beds and ill-spared 
rags of cloth; for every rag would be welcome 
to cover them during the exceptionally cold 
nights. As soon as possible temporary sheds 
of bamboo and grass will be provided.’ 

‘It is impossible to estimate the extent 
of the damage until the buildings have been 
properly surveyed, but the outlay to make 
them habitable must be considerable. Should 
any wf your readers desire to help these poor 
creatures in their dire need contributions may 
be sent to the Mission to Lepers, 20 Lincoln 
place, Dublin.’’ 


ALLOTMENTS FOR 


UNEMPLOYED. 
HOW THE ENGLISH ACT 


IS WORKED. 


Mr. Thomas Shaw, F.R.H.S., President, 
Irish Plotholders’ Union, writes :—‘‘ In con- 
nection with the Acquisition of Lands (Allot- 
ments) Amendment Bill, now about to be- 
come law, it will. doubtless, interest readers 
to learn something regarding the importance 
of this form oi relief for unemployed work- 
men obtaining in England and Wales. In 
addition to Government aid, there is a Central 
Unemploy.nent Allotments Committed estab- 
lished, under which, in conjunction with the 
Society of Friends and the National Allot- 
ments Society, Ltd., one hundred thousand 
unemployed men were enabled to obtain and 
work allotments during 1935. 

‘* The total expenditure on the scheme last 
year was £44,331 The men who obtained 
plots, or assistance in the form of seeds, 
tools, fertilisers, etc , have shown their ap- 
preciation by contributing small sums weekly 
to a tota: of £26,259 last year, the balance 


being provided by Government and other 


grants and personal donatioas.”’

Mrs. Chillingworth said that m-:t people 
outside journalism accepted the daily ‘news- 
paper as a common fact of everyday life. 
How seldom was a thought given to the vast 
amount of nerve-racking work and organisa- 
tion that was required to ensure that the 
general public may be served? The work of 
the journalist has become more difficult, and 
is leading inevitably to worn-out nerves and 
to a ruined constitution. The average young 
journalist, whether married or single, is 
seldom in a position to enable him to save 
anything from his income to meet the cost 
of prolonged ill-health, or, in the case ol 
death, to leave behind him @ sum sufficient 
to support his loved ones. 

It is in circumstances such as these that 
the Newspaper Press Fund proves its worth 
and justifies its existence. Not only is the 
Fund ready to assist its members or their 
dependants in cases of this kind, but it also 
provides much-needed help during unemploy- 
ment, the spectre of which is sigh gi hovering 
near; for its uncertainty is one of the curses 
of the journalist’s profession, With his job 
becoming every year more uncertain such an 


organisation as the Newspaper Press Fund 


becomes a greater necessity to the journalist, 
buama to the younger men. The Fund 
ad never yet failed to come to their aid 
when assistance was necessary. 


A COLLECTIVE EFFORT. 


The Fund was started by a group of men 
in the Press Gallery of the House of Com- 
mons in 1858. It was incorporated by Royal 
Charter in 1890. At present there are 4, 
members of the,Fund, drawn from all depart- 
ments of newspaper journalism. The Fund 
represents a worthy and collective effort on 
the part of journalists and newspaper pro- 
prietors to provide, mutually, the means of 
assistance to its members in all circumstances 
of misfortune. ‘Fhe annual appeal, which is 
usally made in the spring of each year, 
includes in its programme the annual dinner, 
which is held in London, and from which a 
large sum is usually secured. Among those 
who presided at these dinners were the names 
of Charles Dickens (1865), W..E, Gladstone 
(1867), Joseph Chamberlain (1894), Sir 
Henry Irving (1898), and the United States 
Ambassador, Mr. Whitelaw Reid (1896). 

By 1930 the total membership of the Fund 
had reached 3,800, and. the grants to mem- 
bers £15,303, the pensions to £7,606, and the 
invested funds stood at £194,000. During the 
four years ending 1930 no less than £76,546 
was paid out in grants and pensions. This 
was made possible ou!y by the princely dona- 
tions of the Harmsworth fam.ly, to whom 
the Fund was particularly indebted in those 
days of trial. One of the biggest windfalls 
was in 1905, when Sir John Willox, of the 
Liverpool Courier, left £12,000 to the Fund. 
The Fund is administered by a Central Coun- 
cil of eighteen journalists, who are elected 
by the members, and twenty-six district com- 
mittees. the members of which are elected 
annually by postal ballot. 


THE FUND IN IRELAND. 


In Ireland there are four districts—Dublin, 
Cork, Belfast and Londonderry. One of the 
best efforts that the Dublin district made 
was in 1922, when a Press Fund week was 
organised. The amount realised was over 
£2,000. Within a year or so that amount 
and very much more was required to meet the 
disteess caused by the er closing 
down of the Freeman's Journal pyblications. 

In conclusion, Mrs. Chillingworth said that 
those who. subscribed to so worthy an object 
as the Newspaper Press Fund could rest 
assured that every penny would be devoted 
to the objects for which it was established.

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY. 
RECITAL BY IRISH ENSEMBLE. - 


The Chamber Musical Recitals for the 
season at the Royal Dublin Society were 
brought to a close yesterday, and, appropria- 
tely enough, the programme was supplied by 
The Irish Ensemble, composed of Nancie Lord, 
first violin; Arthur Franks, second violin; 
Petite O'Hara, viola; Ida O'Reilly, ‘cello, and 
Rhona Clark, piano. At the close of a season 
which had introduced to the Society's 
audiences so many distinguished artists, it was 
gratifying to have this opportunity of hearing 


“a group of home players who, in the general 


excellence of their work, proved themselves not 
only accomplished players, but players of the 
very highest standard. Miss Nancie Lord 
was a very fine leader; and, as her work 
during the two recitals showed, there is no 
branch of the art of violin-playing of which she 
is not perfect master. Her technique is 
superb and confident, and her musical sense 
of the highest—if fault there is, it 1s that the 
tone is not always quite pure. Mr. Arthur 
Franks was a beautiful second violinist, 
technically perfect in all his touches and 
coming through always with a lovely rich 
tone. Possibly in yvesterday’s performances 
the most interesting was that of Miss Petite 
O'Hara, who was the viola player. Her tone 
was always beautifully expressive and the 
technique sure. One felt here a refutation of 
the charge often made that, ‘viola playing 
detracts from violin playing, and vice versa. 
Then, there was Ida O'Reilly, as confident 
and inspiring as ever, in her work on the 
‘cello, One liked her restraint—the ’cello tone 
not being allowed to assert itself further than 
the dictates of the composer required. 

So much for the strings individually. Collec- 
tively they were a fine ensemble, showing 
evidence of hard and musicianly rehearsal. At 
the piano Rhona Clark was very impressive. 
Her technique was as perfect as one expected, 
but what one liked more about her playing 
was the background she provided. Even in 
the most exuberant moments she never forgot 
that her colleagues had to be heard. When 
she had themes to enunciate she delivered 
them with lovely appeal. How quickly she 
caught the atmosphere in the opening phrases 
of the Beethoven Quartet (Op. 16), with 
which the recital started. It is a quartet for 
piano, violin, viola and ‘cello, and the 
opening movement, marked grave, was taken 
at a lovely tempo, and provided some 
beautiful effects. The dialogue between the 
different strings was beautifully carried, and 
the whole effect admirable. Again one was 
impressed by the handling of the cndante, 
which had a lovely singing quality in con- 
trast with the playful rondo which followed. 
This last movement gave the players each 
and all opportunity to prove their technique. 

The string quartet which followed intro- 
duced one to an early work ty Glazounow, 
who, though a friend of Balakirev and pupil 
of Rimsky Korsakov, was separated from 
that school of Russian music by his preference 
for classical form. This quartet, like most 
of his earlier work, suffers iii over-elabora- 
tion, but his music is always melodious and 
full of picturesque suggestion. That was 
very marked in the first movement, “ Alla 
Spagnvola,” and again in the concluding 
“Al 'Ungherese,” both of which had a 
mysterious exotic charm. In contrast there 
was a lovely old world flavour about the 
middle movement, in which one noted the 
steady background of the 'cello, 

Another interesting work was the piano 
quintet by Karl Goldmark. This composer, 
by tae way, who was of Jewish birth, had 
the rare experience of being led out to be 
shot. in the political disturbances in Austria 
in 1848, being mistaken for.a rebel, and only 
saved when a friend pointed out the mistake. 
This piano quintet shows his wealth of 
musical invention, and his skill in manipn- 
lating the different instruments, and even

it gives great pleasure to musicians, The 
Irish Ensemble gave a very delightful - 
formance of the work, and it was not their 
fault if the closing movement was less 
interesting than the earlier. 

At night they were heard in the beantiful 
Brahms’ quintet Op.

A GOOD portion of the Dublin pro- 

gramme to-night will be devoted to 
music by Brahms and Schumann. Jean 
Nolan, the Dublin soprano, who is 
renowned for her. artistic singing of 
German songs, will be the soloist. Her 
first group will be of songs representing 
both the composers. Later she will be 
heard in a group of Schumann songs only. 
The Station Orchestra will contribute 
works of Brahms first and then by Schu- 
mann. 

Immediately following Mary Sheridan 
and Co. will give a play by G. Jennings, 
entitled, ‘‘ Between the Soup and the 
Savoury,’’ taking half an hour for perform- 
ance. 

“The Arcadians ” can scarcely be called 
a revival so far as Dublin is concerned, for 
we never seem to have a very long period 
without hearing it in some shape or form, 
Even now both music and scene are very 
fresh in our minds, for it is not so very 
long since the Rathmines and Rathgar 
Musical Society gave a first-rate perform- 
ance of this charming musical play, and 
even since that it has been roel sae from 
the Dublin Studio. It is one, however, 
that is always as fresh as ‘* Arcadia ”’ 
itself, and to-night’s Daventry programme 
offers yet another chance of hearing it with 
an excellent cast, the Wireless Chorus 
and the B.B.C. Theatre Orchestra, con- 
ducted by Stanford Robinson. 

Sir Landon Ronald, who is the prin- 
cipal of the Guildhall School of Music, 
London, ‘in conjunction with the director 
of the Conservatoire Royal de Bruxelles, 
has arranged a kind of exchange pro- 
gramme, in which students, each from the 
other country, will be given an opportunity 
of being heard abroad, and thereby acquire 
experience and reputation. It is hoped 
that this idea will spread, as it is believed 
it will give a better chance for finished 
musicians to find scope for their talent. 

In a concert which comes from London 
Regional to-night, it will be noticed a 
programme has been arranged on this 
plan, and it is being relayed from the 
Guildhall School of Music, where it takes 
place. Those responsible for the music are 
past pupils of the Brussels Conservatoire. 

Each concert will be treated as a civic 
function, and the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs 
will welcome the visitors from Belgium, 
and will attend their concert at the London 
School. . 

In the autumn a group of Guildhall 
students will return the compliment by 
giving a similar concert in Brussels.

CONFERENCE in regard to Dublin’s 
A housing problem was held yesterday 

at the Mansion House, Dublin, by 
invitation of the Lord Mayor, Alderman <A. 
Byrne, 1.D. There were present representa- 
tives of the Royal Institute of Architects, the 
Master Builders’ Association, the Dublin and 
District Builders’ Association, the City 
Manager, Mr. Gerald Sherlock; Mr. H. G. 
Simms, Housing Archiiect to the Dublin Cor- 
poration; Mr. 1, Kelly, T.D., Chairman of 
the Corporation Housing Committee; Mr. 
Hubbard Clark, Vice-Chairman, and Mr. P. 
Belton, T.D. 

The Conference sat for two hours and dis- 
cussed the problem in all its aspects, and at 
was decided that the various groups should 
draw up written statements of their views 
arising out of yesterday's Conference and 
submit them at a meeting to be held in a 
fortnight’s time. 

The Lord Mayor, who has frequently stated 
that the present rate of building new houses 
did not reach more than ten per cent. of the 
need, said that 10,000 two-roomed flats were 
required in the city, apart from the erection 
of cottages in the outskirts. : 


LOANS QUESTION, 


He had, therefore, resolved to appeal to this 
Conference, and asked them to devote their 
knowledge and energy to efforts to solve the 
problem, The City Manager and the Housing 
Sub-Committee had been able during the past 
fourteen months to house 1,600 families out 
of the resources at their disposal, but othe” 
help was required, and he urged the Con- 
ference to give the matter their practical con- 
sideration. 

Views were then exchanged. 


Points were 


‘raised as to delay in the supply of materials, 


shortage of skilled labour, the avoidance of 
strikes and lock-outs, and many other ques- 
tions. Builders put forward urgent requests 
for an increase of the percentage of the 
loans granted under the Small Dwellings 
(Acquisition) Act as a means of enabling 
persons with very small capital to acquire 
houses. It was stated that if the percentage 
of the loans made on house valuations were 
increased to 90 per cent. a great fillip would. 
be given to private house building. 

Yesterday’s Conference was regarded as 
merely a preliminary meeting, and it 1s ex- 
pected. that .practical and definite proposals 
will be submitted later.

The total area of tillable land in the Free 
State, he said, might be taken to be twelve 
million acres. Of that area less than one and 
a half million acres were tilled in 1952. In 
other words, only 12} per cent. of the avail- 
able land was being used for the production 
of crops, end the balance was devoted to the 
production of hay and pasture. In no other 
country, with soii and climatic eonditions so 
favourable, was such <n unbalanced position 
found to exist between the areas devoted to 
crops and grass. 

1933 saw a comparatively slight increase of 
about 45,000 acres in the area devoted to 
cereals in this country, Lut such an increase 
went a very trifling distance towards 
bridging the wide discrepancy that exists 
between the area of ‘and capable of being 
tilled and the area actually being tilled. 


WHEAT AND BEET. 
In the 


py RYAN, Free State Minister for Agri- 


forefront of the group of crops 
which might be classed as Íor human food 
stood wheat and sugar beet. Wheat waa the 
raw material of bread. At one time this 
country had nearly 700,000 acres under wheat, 
but the introduction of free trade and the 
importation of cheap wheat produced from 
North America killed the demand for the 
home produced article, and production 
declined steeply until the total area under 
wheat in the Free State in 1931 and 1932 had 
fallen to around 21,000 acres—the lowest level 
since 1847. 

The Government’s policy here was 
designed to secure that as large a proportion 


as possible of the wheat necessary tor the 


bread used in the Free State should be 


produced at home. 


THE CEREALS ACT. 


It was in furtherance of this object that 
the Government had secured the passage 
into law of the Agricultural Produce 
(Cereals) Act. Under its provisions farmers 
who grew wheat were guaranteed an assured 
market for all the millable wheat they pro- 
duced, and also a remunerative price for 
that wheat. 

While the Government has made provisions 
to encourage, the growing of wheat for sale 
in order that as much as possible of the 
nation’s requirements in wheat might be 
produced at home, he was anxious to see 
at, the same time an extension of wheat- 
growing for the supply of wholemeal flour 
for use in the farmers’ own households, 

Dr.. Ryan added that winter and spring 
sowings this year indicated that about 
100,009 acres would be under wheat, and 
commented that last year’s 50,000 acres only 
provided about 4 per cent. of the needs of 
the flour mills.

CAMPAIGN IN AMERICA.

The campaign of last autumn to induce 
wheat-growers to reduce production will be 
reopened in response to a widespread demand 
from farmers who did not sign the agree- 
ment in 1933, it was announced by Mr, 
Davis, head of the Farm Administration 
Department of the National ‘Recovery 
Acministration, to-day.

RECOVERY.

BRITISH CHANCELLOR'S 
OPTIMISM, 


From all directions there are indications 
that trade recovery is firmly on the up 
grade, said MÉ Neville Chamberlain, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, at Birming- 
ham section of the British Industries Fair 
yesterday.

SIR STAFFORD CRIPPS AND 
REORGANISATION, 


“There are some very good Socialists 
among the generals and admirals,’ said 
Sir Stafford Cripps, addressing the 
Political Club of Reading University 
yesterday evening on Youth and Freedom. 

It would be necessary, he said, for a 
truly democratic Government to obtain 
economic control as well as_ political 
control, for the two did not necessarily 
mean the same thing. It would be neces- 
sary to get a mandate from the people, 
and evolve some means of legislative 
machinery which would effect a swift 
transference of economic control from 
private ownership to-the State. 

They had, therefore, to devise some 
legislative machinery to put those 
measures through quickly, and at the same 
time allow the retention of the democratic 
control of the electorate. 

It was absolutely essential, if dictator- 
ship was to be avoided, It was that re- 
organisation of the parliamentary machine 
that had been the greatest difficulty in 
every surviving demoeratic country to-day. 
If reactionary forces opposed the Govern- 
ment, the Government would have to do 
what every Government did—continue to 
govern; and in order to do that it would 
have to use all the available forces of the 
State. 

He did not think there would be anv 


opposition to such a form of Government 


from the officers of the forces or from the 
police or Civil Services.

DUBLIN GAELIC 
FEIS. 


OPENED BY MR. 
DE VALERA, 


THE SAVING OF THE 
LANGUAGE.

To formal opening of the annual-Dublin 


Feis was performed last night by 
President de Valera in the presence of 
a large audience in the Mansion House, 

The Chairman, Mr. Seamus Mac Caba, said 
that the presence of President de Valera 
showed that the Government was in favour 
vo: the work of the Feis in the advancement 
of the Irish language which, he said, was 
making great progress in the schools. 

President de Valera said that he was very 
pieased to be with them and to take part in 
the work of the Peis. The growth of the 
Feis was really remarkable during the thirty 
yeurs that it was in existence. According to 
the figures supplied to him there were twenty 
thousand competitors in the programme this 
year,, which was nine hundred more than 
there were last year, and a large proportion 
of them were in the classes of drama and 
cnoral singing. Ile congratulated the Feis 
aud the schools on the progress that was 
taking place. . 

The jJanguage was being promoted in the 
Dublin schools for the past twenty-five years. 
There were more than twenty thousand chil- 
dren learning the Irish language in the 
schools in Dublin. He dd not know how 
many schools sent in competitors at this Feis, 
but he was satisfied that the work of the 
Feis would assist the work of the schools. If 
the children gave their heart to it the work 
was not difficult If the children were not 
fond of the language they would not speak 
it and the language that is not spoken is a 
dead language. The children who were colla- 
borating in this Feis understand that they 
are engaged in the saving of the Irish lan- 
guage, and they feel that it is not a difficult 
task to revive the national language by the 
competitions which the Feis provides. 


SCHOOL CHILDREN’S WORK. 


The dramas which are in the programme, 
he said, are an excellent way of popularising 
and promoting the ianguage. If it were 
ressible to make good speakers of the school- 
children of the present day the language was 
safe. A couple of years ;go he thought that 
the school-cntldren were overworked in being 
compelled to study at home, but he under- 
stood that-now the pupils were able to do 
their studies without much trouble. He was 
pleased to see that the musica) choirs were 
well represented at this Feis, for it showed 
that in this and in the dramas and other 
cympetitions that the teachérs were co-operat- 
ing with the reis in the promotion and the 
use of the trish language. 

Let them continue that good work with 
earnestness and they would confer a great 
blessing on the nation. It was the national 
spirit that was in the work that. would make 
it completely successful. It was easy for the 
people, old and .young, to join in the work,

VOTE OF THANKS. | 


Mr. R. 0 Foghlada, moving a vote of 
thanks, said that the President, who had 
much other important business to attend to, 
had conferred a great: compliment upon the 
Feis in coming to them, It was not his first 
visit; for he remembered that fourteen years 
ago Mr. de Valera attended the Feis. There 
was, he said, a great gap between the condi- 
tion of the language fourteen or fifteen years 
ago and its condition to-day, ‘The schools in 
Dublin, particularly those of the Christian 
Brothers, deserved great credit for the 
advance that the language had made. 

Mr. Andrew O  Muinchan seconding the 
motion, said that the work of the Dublin keis 
for the promotion of the language was 
appreciated throughout the country. He 
suggested that the children in all the schools 
should be given an opportunity of witnessing 
the programme of the Feis, 

Mr. P. T. McGinlay (Cu Uladh), support- 
ing the motion, said that there were some 
good branches of the Gaelic League im the 
country and some that were not so good, 
The Gaelic League was concerned only with 
the cultivation and spread of the Irish 
language, and he expected that the Govern- 
ment would help in that work. 

The motion was passed amid applause, and 
Mr, de Valera briefly returned thanks.

OBITUARY. 
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LORD SANDS, 


Lord Sards, the Judge of the Court of 
Session, Scotland, died yesterday in Edin- 
burgh, aged 77. He was taken ill only a few 
days ago. Death was due to pneumonia, 

Lord Sands had been one of the Scottish 
Lords of Session since 1917. Christopher 
Nicholson Johnston, he was a son of the Jate 
James Jobnston, D.L., of Sands. He 
sat as Conservative M.P. for Edin- 
burgh and St. Andrew’s Universities. from 
December, 1516, to July, 1917, and was 
knighted in the Jatter vear. Educated at St. 
Andrews, and at Edinburgh and Heidelberg 
Universities, he hecame Advocate in 1880, and 
held numerous official appointments, including 
those of counsel for Government Departments, 
Advocate, Deputy Prison Commissioner and 
Sheriff. He was Procurator of the Church of 
Scotland from 1907 to 1918, 
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MH. T. H. GOODBODY. 

The death took place yesterday at 10 
Belgrave square, Rathmines, Dublin, of Mr. 
Thomas Henry Goodbody, at the age of 84 
years. He was the second son of the late Mr. 
Thomas Pim Goodbody, and, for a great 
number of vears, until he retired and was 
succeeded Ly his son, carried on an extensive 
wholesale tea business in Eustace street, 
Dublin. 


SIR CHARLES C. WATSON, 

The death has taken place at Mount Hall, 
Great Horkesley, Colchester. of Sir Charles 
Cuningham Watson. K.C.I.E. He was 
59, and had a distinguished record in the 
Indian Civil Service. Until his retirement a 
short time ago he was Politicai Secretary to 
the Government of India since 1927.

Europe in Travail. 


Mr. Anthony Eden’s continental pil- 
grimage is drawing to an end. He spent 
one and a half hours in Rome yesterday 
with Signor Mussolini, and will leave 
for Paris to-day—twenty-four hours in 
advance of his scheduled time—in order 
to acquaint the French Government with 
the reception that has been given to his 
proposals in Rome and Berlin. Mr, Eden 
is Deputy Foreign Secretary, and his trip 
was undertaken in order that he might 
explain to the French, German and Italian 
meant 


} Governments precisely what is 
iby the British disarmament scheme. 
At first the reports from the Continent 
were definitely discouraging. It was 
alleged, for example, that Mr. Eden was 
profoundly disappointed by Herr Hitler’s 
attitude, and that Signor Mussolini had 
decided in advance that he would have 
nothing to do with the British plan. Now 
it seems that neither the German nor the 
Italian leader has rejected the disarma- 
ment proposals. Each declares that he is 
ready to accept them “ asa basis of negotia- 


tion ’’—a phrase of which Europe has had 
sorry experience during the last fifteen 
years. Each also is careful to add 
that his acquiescence in the plan 
depends entirely on the attitude of 


the French Government. If the Quai 
d’Orsay gives its blessing to Mr. Eden, 
all will. be well; if it refuses, his mission 
will have been in vain. 

We have no doubt that the French atti- 


tude will be made abundantly clear.

Perhaps, M. Doumergue also will agree 
as a basis of 
riegotiation ”; but he will not allow him- 
self to be placed, in a false position. 
France’ never has made any secret 
of the fact that she places her national 
security before everything else, and that 
she does not intend to abandon her mili- 
tary hegemony over Europe while she is 
able to maintain it. She is opposed reso- 
lutely to Germany’s re-armament, whether 
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for '' offensive ” or “‘defensive’’ purposes. 


She mistrusts international guarantees, 
and again that they will be prepared to 
consider German equality, in terms of 
effectives and material of war, only if, and 
when, Britain agrees to-make a definite 
alliance with her. While Mr. Eden is 
seeking to obtain the approval of Germany 
and Italy for the Macdonald scheme, the 
French Government is going steadily 
forward with its military preparations. It 
is contemplating a bond issue of no less 
than £50,000,000, to be spent on the Air 
Force, which already is by far the strongest 
in Europe. In these circumstances Mr. 
Eden’s proposals are not likely to make 
much impression on M. Doumergue, whose 
sole concern is with the interests of his 
own country. 

In the meanwhile the war-mongers are 
busily at work. During the last few 
days the wildest rumours have been 
circulated from Vienna, where the foolish 
‘‘ultimatum’’ that was sent to Dr. 
Dollfuss last week by Herr Habicht, the 
Nazi “ Inspector for Austria,’’ has been 
interpreted as a preliminary of war. The 
notorious Heimwehr seems to have dis- 
appeared. Its members apparently have 
left Vienna, as there is no further use for 
their services in the capital, and have gone 
back to their former posts as frontier 
guards; but this simple fact has been 
twisted to give the appearance of mobilisa- 
tion. Undoubtedly, there is a sharp clash 
of interests between Germany and Italy 
in Centra] Europe; but Herr Hitler does 
not wish to annex Austria. He is content 
to allow the Austrian Nazis to obtain 
power in their own good time, and he 
knows that an armed conflict at present 
would be disastrous for Germany. Of 
course, it is always’ possible’ that 
Signor Mussolini might force the issue. 
by some overt act in Austria. . In 
that event, however, Le would challenge 
not only Germany, but France. We 
believe that in the long run the situa- 
tion in Central and South-Eastern Europe 
will provoke an outbreak, but the time is 
not yet. Statesmanship has .been proved 
to be bankrupt, and among all the 
dictators of Europe there is not a man who 


can lead the people to peace. 


A Housing Conference. 


The Lord Mayor of Dublin merits the 
thanks of his city for many valuable 
services. Not the least of them was the 
summoning of yesterday’s conference of 
architects, builders and civic authorities 
to examine the progress of Dublin's 
housing schemes, and to devise means for 
their improvement. The plain fact is, as 
Mr. Byrne observed, that the present rate 
of house-building in Dublin is only one- 


the past fourteen months sixteen hundred 
families have been housed by the 
Corporation out ol the resources at its dis- 
posal, but other help—from public utility 
societies and private builders—is necessary 
if the task is to be accomplished properly 
and with’speed. Dublin’s need at present 
is ten thousand two-roomed flats within 
the city itself, in addition to a multitude 
of cottages on the outskirts ; and that need 
is not being gratified. We are sorry to 
hear these gloomy tidings from the Lord 
Mayor; for only a short time ago it 
appeared that there was nothing to retard 
the work of re-housing, Yesterday’s 
meeting, however, suggests that there is 


a whole crop of obstacles. “The builders 
maintain that the demand for new houses 


| is not great enough to speed the work, and 
urge that the percentage of loans granted, | 


under the, Small Dwellings Acquisition 
Act, to poor persons who wish to buy 
houses shall be increased substantially. 
Several other difficulties, if the complaints 
are genuine, are in the way, and deserve 
examination. There are strikes and 
log&-outs; there is a shortage of skilled 
lab@mr for building, and there is delay 
in the supply of materials. We do not 
know if the authorities can afford to 
increase the percentage of loans, and, for 
that matter, we doubt if a large increase 
is altogether desirable ; but something can, 
and must, be done about the other diffi- 
culties, If need be, the Government 
must accommodate its economic policy 
to the necessities of rapid and cheap 
housing. The points raised at yesterday’s 
meeting are important, and it must be 
hoped that they will have been cleared 
up when the conference reassembles in a 
fortnight’s time. We hope, furthermore, 
that the question of the Town and 
Regional Planning Bill will be raised at 
the reassembly. Much of the private 
building that is being done in Dublin 
to-day is bad and unsightly, and harm 
will follow if the Corporation does not 
receive its powers of scrutiny without 
further delay. 


Friendship with Germany. 


During the autumn of 1916 two German 
Zeppelins were destroyed by British air- 
men near Potters Bar, in County Middle- 
sex. Since 1918 Germans resident in 
England have held an annual Service of 
remembrance at Potters Bar churchyard. 
The latest was held on Sunday, and was 
attended by the German Ambassador and 
by some 1,500 of his fellow-countrymen ; 
but, for the first time in seventeen years, 
one man—the Vicar of Potters Bar—was 
absent. He has explained that his absence 
was caused by the Nazi attitude towards 
Christianity and by the effect of Herr 
Hitler’s régime on Germany’s religious 
life. We hope that thoughtful Germans 
will ponder the wide significance of this 
small incident. The English are the least 
revengeful people in the world. They 
respect a brave enemy, and are quick to 
forget, in peace, the injuries of war. They 
have sympathised with Germany’s sore 
trials in recent years, and have watched 
her gradual recovery with feelings of good- 
will, They are ready to welcome the full 
development of her genius so long as it 


carries no threat to Europe’s safety. It is 
a lamentable thing, therefore, that 
Germany herself, makes the renewal of an 
old friendship so difficult. Her present 
courage and self-sacrifice are magnificent, 
but why does she taint them with acts of 
brutality, folly and injustice which shock 
the general conscience of mankind? One 
such act is her treatment of Dimitroff and 
his companions, whom, after her own 
courts have acquitted them, she holds as 
persecuted prisoners, Another is her

humanity cannot stomach these things— 
the baiting of innocent men, the proclama- 
tion of a new paganism in the twentieth 
century of the Christian Era.

death, nor life, nor angels, nor princi- 
palities, nor powers, nor things present, 
nor things to come, nor height, nor depth, 
nor any other creature, shall be able to 
separate us from the love of God.” In 
our own islands St. Paul’s words are a 
national creed. In ‘Germany, alas! they 


have become a challenge to a national | 


Government. 


Tammany Hall. 


Now that Tammany Hall has been put 
out of power in New York, it is becoming 
possible to ascertain a few of the abuses 
that accompanied its dominion. The new 
Mayor, Mr. F. H. La Guardia, has ap- 
pointed a commission to investigate the 
deplorably fertile field of civic corruption, 
and some of its discoveries are startling. 
Everybody by this time knows what hap- 
pened under Tammany at the Welfare 
Island Jail, which was nothing less than 
a “ luxury club ” for the wealthy gangsters 
who provided Tammany with a substantial 
portion of its revenues. The world laughed 
at this disclosure, but it cannot laugh at 
some other abuses that have been un- 
earthed of late. Ordinary formsof “ graft,” 
of course, were as common under Tammany 
as “‘ speakeasies’’ were under prohi- 
bition, and sinecures abounded. .One official 
in the Markets Department received full 
pay at the rate of £10 a week during the 
past ten years, though, during that time, 
he had missed work on 1,625 days. Perhaps, 
the most scandalous traffic of all was that 
known as the “ newspaper stalls racket,”’ 
which bore with particular severity upon 
the afflicted. Sites for stalls in New York 
are reserved by law at nominal rents to 
the blind and crippled. Tammany, how- 
ever, insisted that many cf these unfor- 
tunate people should pay between £300 
and £500 to prevent the cancellation of 
their licences. If they could not pay, the 
stalls were turned over to wealthier rivals 
who could afford to grease Tammany’s 
palm. To our medieval minds it seems 
strange that the greatest city of a nation 
which claims to be the quintessence of 
democracy should grind the faces of the 
poor.

IRISHMEN IN THE GREAT WAR. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—A letter in your issue of the 24th 
instant’ raises the oft-disputed question of 
the number of Irishmen who served in the 
Great War. No two authorities appear to 
agree on the question of total enlistments, 
but the number of Irishmen killed—50,000— 
has not, I believe, been disputed, In some 
statistics, published after the War, the total 
enlistments for Great Britain were given as 
5,700,000 men, of whom 680,000 were killed. 
These totals do not include the contributions 
of the Dominions, India and the Colonies. 
Thus the enlistments were 8.4 times the 
number killed. If we take the same ratio 
in ‘the case of Ireland, a total of 420,000 
men is obtained, 

When it is remembered that Irishmen 
served in all branches of the Services, and 
were to be found on all fronts and outposts, 
it is not too much to assume that this higher 
figure is nearer the truth.—Yours, etc.,

The usual procedure when a foreign 
vessel arrives is for the Customs searchers 
_to go on board first to look for contraband 
goods. If, after this search, they have any 
suspicion that arms or ammunition might 
be concealed on the vessel] they call in the 
police, who make a further examination. 
Apparently the new arrangement of Civic 
Guards awaiting a ship is to prevent any 
possibility of guns being landed, even if 
the Customs officers’ suspicions have not 
been aroused. 


THE LARGER PORTS. 


The higger ports, like Dublin and Cork, 
are too carefully watched at the present 
time to allow any gun-running, although 
about six years ago a considerable number 
of guns were illegally imported into the 
Free State through the port of Cork. It is 
the smaller harbours, where there is not 
so much traffic and only a small staff, that 
need the more careful watching. 

My informant suggested that it was 
possible that the Free State Government 
might have received informatian that some 
gun-running venture had been planned, 
and that the police activity was designed 
to frustrate the measure. He was more of 
the opinion, however, that the closer 
searches were really intended to stop any 
attempts at smuggling arms or ammuni- 
tion in small quantities into the country. 

““ Sometimes members of the crews of 
vessels pick up guns cheaply in foreign 
ports, and, since Ireland used to be 
reckoned a good place to sell them, they 
might still try to carry on the trade,’’ he 
remarked; ‘‘ but, of course, if a ship’s 
officer discovered any member of his crew 
with a weapon, he would take it from 
him.” 

Yesterday I boarded most of the vessels 
which arrived in Dublin from ports out- 
side the British Isles within the past few 
days, jand not one of them had been visited 
by Civic Guards or detectives. This, a 
harbour official told me, was probably ar 
indication that the authorities realised 
that the port was sufficiently well watched 
to prevent any gun-running. 


PORTS IN EUROPE, 


An officer on board one of the ships 
laughed when I mentioned gun-running to 
him, and said that the trade was still 
carried on to a smal] extent by owners 
who were not very particular as to what 
cargo their ships carried to some of the 
Central ‘American countries; but from 
what he knew of European ports, he said 
that too close a watch was kept by every 
Government on the manufacture and dis- 
tribution of rifles, revolvers and ammuni- 
tion. 

He remarked that information as to the 
destination of guns shipped, whether 
secretly or otherwise, from any “port he 
knew was certainly transmitted by secret 
service agents to whatever country it con- 
cerned. This officer was also of the opinion 
that it would probably only be second- 
hand arms, smuggled by crews, that the 
Free State police officers are looking for, 
unless, of course, they have received in- 
formation relating to what he termed a 
‘sticky cargo.’

STRIKE AND PARADE 
OF PUPILS. 


From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
LFHURLES, Monday. 


More than three hundred pupils of the 
Christian Brothers’ Schools, Thurles, went 
on strike to-day as a protest against the 
wearing of blue shirts by a number of 
their classmates. The strike originated in 
the junior section among first year Inter- 
mediate pupils. 

A number of the boys approached the 
principal of the school, the Rev. Brother 
Lynam, this morhing and intimated that 
they resented certain of their fellow-pupils 
appearing in class wearing blue shirts, 
and added that they would give these boys 
Shortly 
afterwards twenty of the boys left the 
school and did not return. 

At lunch hour, when most of the pupils 
go to their homes, the boys were met by 
some of those who had left earlier. Many 
of the pupils, who were in ignorance of 
what had occurred jn the morning, on 
learning of their schoolmates’ action, 
decided to remain away from school. 

A procession was formed in the square 
and nearly one hundred boys, marching 
four deep, paraded the principal streets 
of the town carrying. the tri-colour flag 
and singing “ The Soldiers’ Song” and 
' We'll. Crown de Valera King of 
Ireland.”’ 

One of thé boys said that for three 
weeks they had sat next fellow-pupils 
wearing blue shirts, and they were not 
going to do it any longer. 

It is stated that there were about twenty 
pupils attending the school wearing blue 
shirts. 

There are close on six hundred boys on 
the school roll, and the strikers say that 
they are determined to remain on strike 
until the others discontinue wearing the 
blue shirts. i

MEETING’S OBJECT. 


Much significance was attached 4o the 
latter rumour when it was learnt that 
Prince Stahremberg, the leader of the 
Heimwehr, attended a monarchist mass 
meeting here to-night and received a warm 
ovation from the crowd, 

The speakers at the meeting demanded 
the revocation of the present laws banish- 


‘ing the Habsburgs and confiscating their 


property as a preliminary step towards 
the restoration of the monarchy, 

There was no suggestion at the meeting, 
however, of any immediate restoration of 
the Habsburgs to the throne. 

Government circles are reticent on the 
subject of a possible restoration, but admit 
that some members of the Cabinet are that 
way disposed, but they add that they do 
not wish to create bad blood by open dis- 
cussion of the subject. 

All are willing, however, to discuss the 
repeal of the so-called ‘‘ Habsburg law,” 
and some suggest that the Archduke Otto 
should be allowed to return to the country 
as a private individual. Others think only 
of his return as a monarch, 


TROOP MOVEMENTS. 


Everything is quiet in Vienna at the 
moment, but the movements of the Heim- 
wehr troops are still engaging a good deal 
of attention. Part of Vienna’s auxiliary 
forces, most of them Catholic storm- 
troopers, were reviewed here to-day by 
Vice-Chancellor Fey, but the greater part 
of the Heimwehr have left the city. 

It is certain that approximately 4,000 
Heimwehr have reached various points of 
the Upper Austrian border, possibly 
in order to resume duty on the border 
patrol. For months past the Heim- 
wehr have been co-operating with 
the gendarmerie in this work, but had to 
abandon it during the recent civil war, 
when their services were required in the 
capital and elsewhere. 

It is understood that Dr. Dollfuss, Dr. 
Schussnigg (the Minister of Justice), and 
Prince Schoenburg- Hartenstein (the Under- 
Secretary for Defence) are advocating a 
return to normal army, police and 
gendarmerie protection for the country. 


‘FRONTIER SECURED.” 


The Times Correspondent in Vienna 
telegraphs: —Rumours of fighting on the 
Upper Austria-Bavaria frontier, current 
in Vienna to-night, are officially denied. 
The Government’s statement at the same 
time explains that, as recently reported, 
a few companies of Heimwehr auxiliaries 
have been moved to now walaie in Upper 
Austria to ensure tranquillity and order. 

At Heimwehr headquarters ‘in Vienna 
I was told that routine movements - of 
troops only had recently been effected. 
The place of men who had been on frontier 
duty for some time was last week taken 
by Heimwehr auxiliary corps from Vienna. 
They were in part troops which had been 
in action here only a week earlier. All in 
all, some three thousand men were relieved. 
They had secured the frontier all the way 
from Passau to the Bodenese.

THE NATIONAL 
FINANCES. 


———— 


The Times to- ay, referring to the 
speech at Plymouth last Friday of Mr. 
Chamberlain, says:—It would be well to 
realise that, although income and expen- 
diture have now reached an approximate 
balance, there is still something to be 
spent before the end of the financial year, 


and that the surplus which will be found 


to exist on March ál, though still a matter 
of guesswork, is most unlikely to be more 
than a fraction of the £80,000,000 so gaily 
anticipated by a correspondent. 

It would be equally unwise to anticipate 
a colossal surplus for 1934-35 upon the 
existing basis of taxation—the figure upon 
which Mr. Chamberlain will have to base 
his proposals for the coming year, It 
would not be surprising if the Govern- 
ment’s efforts to economise oe fail to 
do more than compensate for the automatic 
increases in expenditure which past legis- 
lation has entailed. — Finally, it is not 
clear whether certain substantial charges 
under pending legislation—such as the 
advances under the milk scheme fore- 
shadowed last week—have been taken into 
account. These and other contingent 
charges for which powerful sections in the 
House of Commons are clamouring may 
even increase the total expenditure to be 
met in 1934-35. . 

On the revenue side of the account, 
everything depends upon the view which 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer thinks 
himself justified in taking of the probable 
yield of taxes. It must not be forgotten 
that the major direct taxes are levied 
upon the results of the previous year, and, 
though no one would deny that the tide 
of industrial adversity has turned, the 
ebb did not begin so very long ago. For 


example, one reputable index of company 


results shows that no real improvement in 
taxable earnings took place until the last 
quarter of 1935, but the Budget estimates 
for 1934-35 must be framed upon the 
taxable earnings of the whole of 1933-34, 
which will include six poor months. It is 
also pertinent to observe that Mr. Cham- 
berlain does not seem likely to depart 
from his well-known caution in estimatin

| N the High Court, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. Justice Johnston delivered his 
reserved judgment in the case in which the Attorney-General moved 
that an application on behalf of the League of Youth be struck out as. 


frivolous and vexatious. 


In the original proceedings, Mr. Ernest Blythe and other members of 
the National Executive of United Ireland sought a declaration from the 
Court that the Association known as the League of Youth is a lawful 
Association, and as such entitled to function under the guarantees con- 
tained in the Constitution of the Free State, 


In support of the application, the memorandum of the constitution of 
the League of Youth was submitted to the Court for éxamination and 


approval. 


The Attorney-General intervened with an application to have the 
statement of claim struck out, contending that the constitution of the 
League of Youth and its scheme of organisation did not entitle it to a 
declaration of legality, and that, in the ultimate, the Association must be 
judged by the attitude and acts of its members. 


In the lengthy arguments which arose on the hearing of this motion, 
wide constitutional arid legal issues were introduced, and Mr. Justice 


Johnston reserved judgment until yesterday. 


EXECUTIVE COUNCIL’S POWERS. 


—— 


(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 


Mr. Justice Johnston, giving judgment, 
said that.this was an application on behalf 
of the Attorney-General of the Irish Free 
State, who asked that, by virtue of Order 
25, Rule 4, the statement of claim, filed 
by the plaintiffs on January 25, should be 
struck out on the ground that it disclosed 
no reasonable cause of action, and—he 
supposed, in the alternative—for an order 
to be made by virtue of the inherent juris- 
diction of the Court that the action should 
be stayed as being “‘ frivolous and vexa- 
tious.” The action, continued Mr. Justice 
Johnston, is brought by a large number 
of prominent persons, including Mr. Cos- 
grave and Mr. Blythe, the former Presi- 
dent and Vice-President of the Executive 
Council; Mr. Mulcahy, the former 
Minister for Local Government, and Mr. 
FitzGerald-Kenney, the former Minister 
for Justice, claiming, as members of the 
National Executive of an _ organisation 
known as United Ireland, certain de- 
clarations by the Court. It is alleged in 
the statement of claim that this organi- 
sation, through such of its members as 
are deputies and senators, is the recog- 
nised constitutional Opposition Party in 
the Oireachtas. It is alleged also that, 
on December 14, 1933, the plaintiffs, as 
such National Executive, resolved to form 
a subordinate organisation to be known 
as the League of Youth, which should be 
an integral part of United Ireland, and 
subject to the contro] of the National 
Executive. 


AIMS OF ORGANISATION. 


The scheme of organisation of this body 
sets out that it is a disciplined, unarmed 
organisation, and that its members shall 
work in close co-operation with the 
National Executive. Its objects are stated 
to be:—To promote the voluntary re- 
union of the Irish nation; to educate and 
interest the youth in the responsibilities 
of citizenship; to develop in the. minds 
of young people an understanding and 
appreciation of democratic rights and re- 
sponsibilities ; to promote social order; to 
encourage voluntary public service; to 
preserve the Irish language; to oppose 
Communism atid alien control and in- 
fluence in national affairs; and to uphold 
Christian principles. It is provided 
further in the constitution of this body 
that its members must “support the con- 
stitutional right of free expression of 
opinion and the right to assemble peace- 
ably and without arms ” ; that all forms of 
athletics and physical drill shall be 
practised by its members in the interest of 
health and character; that the flag of the 
League shall be St. Patrick’s cross on a 
background of St. Patrick’s blue; that 
blue shall be the emblem of the League, 
and that its members may wear a blue 
shirt or blouse. The statement of claim 
then sets out a number of provisions as 


to office-holders and the places and times. 


of, and the agenda at, various meetings. 
Further, it is set out that General Eoin 
O'Duffy, late Commissioner of the Garda 
Siochana, who is one of the plaintiffs, had 
been appointed Director-General of the 
League. 

The statement of claim then, in a number 
of succinct paragraphs, states certain facts 
concerning a previous association which 
had been promoted by the ‘plaintiffs. It 
appears that the Executive Council, acting 
under powers conferred on them by virtue 
of the Constitution Amendment Act (No. 
17), 1931, made an order on December 
8th, 1933, declaring that this earlier 
association, known as the Young Ireland 
Association, was, in the opinion of the 
Executive Council, an unlawful associa- 
tion. Clause 19 (2) of the schedule to 
that Act (which schedule is enacted as an 
amendment of the Constitution) provides 
that an order of the Executive Courcil of 
the kind ‘‘ shall be conclusive evidence for 
all purposes that such an association is 
an unlawful association,” and Clause 20 
provides that every person who is a 
member of an unlawful association shall 


be guilty of an offence triable by the Con- 


stitution (Special Powers) Tribunal, and 
“ shall be lable on conviction thereof to 
suffer such punishment as the Tribunal] 
shall think proper to impose,’’  —Para- 
graph 12 of this statement of claim states 
that, in view of this order of the Executive 
Council, the plaintiffs, while believing 
that the Young Ireland Association was in 
all respects a lawful association, dis- 
solved it on the first opportunity after the 
making of the said order. In consequence 
of the order of December 8, certain 
premises in the City of Dublin belonging 
to the plaintiffs, and used by them for 
the purposes of United Ireland, including 
the purposes of the Young Ireland 
Association, have been closed by a closing 
order of the Tribunal, ‘‘and the plaintiffs 
have been thereby deprived of the use and 
occupation of the said premises.’’ . 

The plaintiffs’ object in bringing the 
present action is set out in Paragrarh 14 
in the statement of claim in thesa words:

of action whatsoever, and that this action 
is frivolous, vexatious and scandalous and 
ought to be stayed. If, on the’ other 
hand, I decline to accede to this applica- 
tion I shall -be deciding nothing except 
that the statement of claim does disclose 
something in the nature of a cause of 
action ; or, at any rate something that is 
deserving of respectful consideration by 
the Court, and that the action must pro- 
ceed to trial. The case upon which the 
Attorney-General’s. counsel mainly relies 
is a decision of the Court of Appeal in 
England in Roesin vy. the Attorney- 
General (34 Times L.R. 417), decided by 
the Court on May 9th, 1918—a most 
critical year in English history. So far 
as I can gather from the very scrappy 
report in The Times, a Russian Jew, who 
was a refugee, had brought an action for a 
declaration that he was not liable to be 
conscripted, and the Court stayed the 
action. The case was not reported in any 
of the law reports, and is not even noted 
in the Law “imes, the Justice of the Peace 
or the Weekly Notes. Tho report in The 
limes, though doubtless quite sufficient 
for nexspaper purposes, in spite of its 
incomplete character, cannot be accepted 
as a law report proper for citation in a 
court of law. The facts obviously are not 
fully set out, there is no statement of 
the arguments of counsel, and the judg- 
ment consists of two short paragraphs in 
the third person, purporting to be a sum- 
mary of what Swinfen Eady, M.R., said ."

never been cited in the White Book, and 


is evidently not regarded as an authorifa- 
tive cecisio., apart from the particular 
facts in the case. A number of other 
cases were cited by Mr. Geoghegan, but 
it Is not necessary for me to refer to 
more than one or two of them. * 


INTERFERENCE OF COURTS. 


Most of them are cases which establish 
the principle that when the Legislature has 
set up a Tribunal for a particulzr purpose 
or to exercise a particular jurisdiction, and 
the carrying out of that purpose or the 
exercise of that jurisdiction is entrusted to 
that Tribunal exclusively, the ordinary courts 
will not—in fact, can not—interfere. That 
was In substance the effect of my decision in 
De Lacv Smith v. the Attorney-General, and 
the principle is based upon an elementary social 
requirement that could scarcely be questioned. 
It was also the principle of the decision of the 
English Court of Appeal in the case of 
Baron Reitzes de Marienwert v. the Adminis- 
trator of Austrian Property, where the Court - 
came to the conclusion that, the Adminis- 
trator having decided that he was not 
satisfied that the plaintiff had lost his 


‘Austrian nationality and that he had become 


a Pole, it would not go behind that decision 
for the purpose of investigating inde- 
pendently the question of the plaintiff's 
nationality, Pollock, M.R., said that the 
question was: ‘* Whether or not the plaintiff 
is entitled to question the decision of the 
Tribunal set up for a particular purpose, 
and which, if the decision had been in his 
favour, would have enabled him to say, 
within the proviso contained‘in the Treaty of 
Peace Order, that he had satisfied the par- 
ticular ‘Tribunal that he was net within the 
ambit of the order ?’’ : 

But it has been contended, on the other 
hand, that the principle of monopoly of 
jurisdiction, if I may call it so, has no 
application to a case like the present.

WICKLOW ANTIQUITIES, 


At a meeting of the Royal Irish Academy 
vesterday a paper was read by Mr. Liam 
Price on “ The Stone and Bronze Age Anti- 
quities of County Wicklow.” 

The paper consisted of a survey of all the 
known monuments and objects belonging to 
the period which had been found in the 
county. Mr. Price said that County Wicklow 
was uninhabited before the arrival of the 
Megalith-builders. The earliest and most re- 
markable monument was the chambered cairn 
on Seefinn Mountain, not far from Blessing- 
ton, which was excavated recently by Pro- 
fessor Macalister. It was of the same type 
as New Grange, but later in date. The most 
numerous as well as the oldest evidences of 
settlement were in this western part of the 
county, on the edge of the mountains, and it 
was suggested that the first settlers may 
have been miners. In support of this con- 
jecture there was a very old tradition that 
this was the first district in Ireland where 
golf was worked. 

They knew that gold had been found and 
worked by the local peasants in the south of 
the county in historical times. The state- 
ment that all the Irish Bronze Age gold came 
from County Wicklow had no evidence to 
support it. A review of the Bronze Age 
pottery found in the county showed that the 
older types came mostly from the North- 
West, while the later were more generally 
distributed over the South and West, i

There is nothing to say abont last night's 
Sght except that the young Welshman is still 
the plucky and eager fighter that everybody 
knew he was. That he has a lot to learn will 
not be disputed, but, undoubtedly, he carries 
a knock-out in either hand. Crossley, 
wonderful defensive fighter that he is, could 
not avoid defeat. 

Petersen's next contest is on March 8 at 
the Royal Albert Hall, London, when he 
opposes Ben Foord, the South African heavy- 
weight. 

Petersen paid a great tribute to his beaten 


opponent immediately after the fight. He’ 


said :—‘‘ Crossley is, undoubtedly, the gamest 
boxer I have ever met.

mevting to-day, approved of the 
Fmance Conmittee’s recu:inmendations 
to fix the consolidated rate at 12s. 10d. for 
the coming year. This represents an increase 
of ls. 5d. ou the present city rates. There 
is, in addition, a water rate of 2s. in the £ 
a ag by the Belfast Water Commissioners. 
he Chairman of the Finance Committee 
(Alderman James A. Duff) reviewed at 
length the position leading up to the increase 
in the rates. The Government, he said, had 
declined to continue the 50 per cént. grant 
for distress relief schemes, and the Corpora- 
tion would have to bear the cost of relief 
until the *‘ appointed day ” under the new 
Unemployment Bull, 
In the estimates, he continued, provision 
has been. made in the Iniprovement Com- 
mittee for gradually finishing all unemploy- 
ment relief schemes already started. ‘The 
Government hase urged us to proceed with 
all schemes already sanctioned, but there is 
a strong feeling in the Council that this 
should be very carefully considered before 
any action is taken, and in the meantime the 
Council has not authorised it to be done. 
. In the estimates of the Finance Committe? 
rovision has also been made for gradually 
Enishing all distress relief schemes sanctioned, 
and we thus hope to earn a further contribu- 
tion of £19,500 in the early part of the 
coming financial year. 
As you have been informed, a so ve 
account, covering the deficit of the Guardians 
disbursements for 1933-34 and the overlapping 
three months caused by statutory regulations 
(the actual figure is £156,000) has been 
instituted with the sanction of the Govern- 
ment and with a maximum period of five 
years for liquidation. <A fifth of this sum is 
provided for in the estimates; a further 
£31,000 will be liquidated each year 
for four years, and this as the only 
iiability being placed on the. shoulders

Alderman H. Midgley, M.P. (Labour), 
suggested that the Corporation should convert 
some of their existing loans to a lower rate 
of interest. The Civic Chancellor should in- 
vestigate what was being done in this con- 
nection in Glasgow, where a change in the 
Municipal Loan policy had resulted in an 
est nated saving of £55,000 in interest 
charges. 

Alderman Nixon, M.P. (Independent 
Unionist), asserted that the Government had 
defaulted in its contribution to distress-relief 
schemes.

| was of the opinion that the Corporation had 


come out of the ‘‘ sham fight ” very badly. 
The Corporation had got nothing except the 
concession to set up a suspense account. 
Twenty-five ae i children were leaving 
school every year in Northern Ireland, and a 
big percentage of these were in Belfast. He 
tried to be as optimistic as possible, but he 
did not believe that even 50 per cent. of the 
unemployed would get work in the shipyards 
and other industries.

OPPOSITION TO PROBATE 


WITHDRAWN. 


In the King’s Bench of the Ulster High 
Court yesterday, a: probate suit came up for 
hearing before the Lord Chief Justice and a 
common jury, in which the plaintiff was 
Joseph Adams, and the defendants William 
Martin, Bethcar, Ballycarry, and the Rev. 
William Russell, Brookvale avenue, Belfast, 
executors of the will of Samuel J. Adams, 
deceased, Ballyblack, Newtownards, who died 
on April 6th, 1933. 

Joseph Adams, a brother and one of the 
next-of-kin of Samuel James Adams, claimed 
that the will of Sainuel J. Adams was not 
executed according to law, that at the time 
of the execution of the will testator was not 
of sound mind and did not know or under- 
stand the contents of the will, and asked for 
a declaration that the will was null and void. 

The defendants in their pleadings claimed 
that the will was duly executed, that the 
deceased man was of sound mind at the time 
of its execution and knew and approved of 
its contents, and asked that the will be 
admitted to probate.

MEATH ESTIMATE 


REDUCED.

THE POSITION OF THE 
FARMERS, 


At the quarterly meeting of the Meath 
County Council yesterday the estimate for 
the year ending ólst March, 1935, was sub- 
mitted. The gross estimated expenditure is 
£211,855, the receipts £95,796, leaving a net 
amount of £116,057 to be raised by rates, as 
against £119,510 for previous year, being a 
reduction of £3,253. | 

In- proposing the adoption of the estimate, 
the Chairman, Mr. John Quinn, said that it 
would be a mystery to him how people were 
to meet next year’s demands. As a county 
council they might strike rates: they had no 
option in the matter, but where was the guar-. 
antee that those rates would, or could, be 
paid? The cumulative effects of the last 
couple of years of disaster were in very visible 
evidence, and Meath was strewn with the 
wreckage of shattered hopes and a broken 
economy, They had every day the depressing 
spectacle of respectable and once prosperous 
farmers being dragged before the Courts for 
the non-payment of rates, all of whom, in 
asking for time, pleaded the self-same story 
of agricultural disaster. They saw unfortun- 
ate people having their cattle seized and 
driven away by the bailiffs because they were 
unable to pay the rate. 

Mr. J. P. Kelly said that the chairman had 
delivered a political speech, and had extended 
his sympathy to a certain section of the 
people. The chairman said there had been 
cattle seized in Meath. He (Mr. Kelly) 
could say there had not, and people who had 
cattle on their lands should & well able to 
mec. their obligations, People who grew 
tobacco had made money beyond their dreams 
and the wheat and oats bounties, and the 
guarantees given the farmers by the Govern- 
ment that all home-grown oats would be 
utilised, and the proposed distilleries for the 
bardic of alcoholic fuel were all for the 
venefit of the farmer. The annuities had 
been reduced by half,; and that was a further 
reat relief, although they were told it was 
ay Pe a couple of years ago. 

enator Duffy said that he was sorry to 
he — the chairman was so pessimistic about 
the future of the country. He did not think 
this pessimism justified. There was depres- 
sion in other countries, too, at the moment. 
and in England the farmers were as much 
disturbed as were their confréres in this 
country. | 

The Chairman denied that he had made a

LORD HAILSHAM ON 
PROSPERITY, 


WORLD PEACE BRITAIN'S 
FIRST INTEREST. 


Lord Hailsham, speaking at the ban- 
quet of the Birmingham Chamber of Com- 
merce last night, said that they could not 
hope to see a restoration of prosperity in 
Britain in any measurable period unless 
they could see security and sanity restored 


in the rest of the world. 

It was of essential necessity to Great 
Britain that there should be peace and 
security between all nations of Europe 
and the world. That peace was the first 
and over-riding interest. 

Remarking that, just as in industry, 
reorganisation was necessary to meet new 
conditions, so reorganisation in politics 
was necessary. Lord Hailsham said that 
he was sure that British politics must 
proceed in development by the utilisation 
of the best experience, and not in the 
substitution of some foreign theory for 
British practice. 

“I do not believe that in this country 
our people will ever turn from our free 
institutions to adopt the blind tyranny 
or the crass materialism of any Marxist 
philosophy, call it Bolshevism or Socialism 
or what you will, or+turn to the intoler- 
ance and suppression of Nazism which we 
sce in some parts of the continent.”’ 

The reorganisation which, he said, must 
come, be it in political or industrial life, 
was going to come on the lines of evolu- 
tion and not revolution, and on the lines 
of accepting and building on what they 
had learned in the past and not on the 
lines of trying to drag in something new 
from the outside.

MINER: KILLED IN 
COLLIERY FIRE. 


THROUGH FLAMES TO 
WARN WORKERS. 


x—— 


“John Gillis (19) lost his life in Seghill 
Colliery, near Blyth, Northumberland, yester- 
day, when he dashed through flames to warn 
his fellow-workers. 

A fire broke out in the underground work- 
ings of the colliery, and, in addition to. Gillis 
losing his life, two men received injuries 
necessitating their removal to hospital, and 
four others suffered from shock. 

Gillis was the first to discover the out 
break, and he ran through the flames in the 
fire area to alarm the Pr men in the dis- 
trict. They were able to escape, and Gillis 
was also rescued, but he died later from 
burns and suffocation, . i 

The fire, which was extinguished in four 
hours, occurred in the five-quarter seam. 
Nine men in all were cut off by the flames, 
and they. all made an attempt to dash 
through the fire. Several of the men 
collapsed and had to be brought to the sur- 
face by members of three rescue brigades 
which weve called to the scene. 

The fire completely cut off three fillers who 
were engaged in closing a section of the coal 
seam, They were unaware of the outbreak 
until Gillis dashed through to tell them. 

None of them was able to escape, and all 
were almost suffocated when the rescue party 
reached therm. 

Two of the rescuers—Andrew Henry and 
William Smith—had to be taken to New- 
castle Infirmary, suffering from the smoke 
andi from shock. Several others had to be 
treated before being taken home by the 
ambulance. 

Mr. R. W. Anderson, who helped in the 
rescue, eventually collapsed, and had to 
treated by the rescue brigade. 

A member of the rescue party told a re- 
porter that they first found a dead pony, 
and further in they found Gillis’s pony, 
Later they found the men all huddled to- 
gether, and gasping and struggling for 
breath, Mr. Anderson attempted to carry 
out one of the men, but collapsed. There was 
only a minute or two between life and death. 
Even the timber props were cracking with 
the intense heat, and there was danger from 
falling stone. | 

Approximately one thousand men are: em- 
ployed at the colliery.
